In the 1 u i l r n a p o l i s Star’s series of 
political articles there appears today 
an article hy Charle- F. Remy, report­ 
er of the supreme court in which he 
comparos the p »litical conditl >ns dur­ 
ing the campaign of 1864 with tbe con­ 
ditions this 
year. 
Mr. Rem/ has 
j m my f iends i: this count; 
who w ill 
I be glad to read his articles which we 
reproduce in full. 
He says: 
In many respects this campaign is 
not different from the successive con­ 
tests 
between the 
Republican and 
Democratic parties since 1856, but if I 
read history aright the campaign of 
1904 is more like the campaign of 1864 
than any other. 
In 1804 the Demo­ 
cratic party had ?o far abandoned the 
extreme position it had taken on the 
question of state’s ri, hts in the cam­ 
paign of ’56 and ’60 that it acknowl­ 
edged the power of tbe federal gov­ 
ernment to preserve »he union, and 
George B. McClellan in his letter ac­ 
cepting the Democratic nomination for 
the presidency, said thet he believed 
in “ vigorous nationality.” This be­ 
ing the position all along taken by 
Lincoln and the Republican party, 
there was nothing left for McClellan 
end his party to do but to attack the 
personality and the administration of 
the president—and Abraham Lincoln 
became the issue. How like the pres­ 
ent campaign forty years later. 
The 
Democratic reorganizers have aban­ 
doned the position taken by their party 
on vital issues in 1896 and 1900; baye 
accepted the,1 position of the Republl 
can party as the right one, and have 
no other issue than the criticism of the 
prasident and his administration. 
In 1864 they said Lincoln was home­ 
ly. They called him a baboon. 
In 
1904 there are those who see nothing 
of Roosevelt but bis teeth. 
In 1864 
they said Lincoln was a clown, a 
country-town storyteller, without dig­ 
nity, an insult to the genteel men ( f 
the government. The Indiana State 
Sentinel of Oct. 22, 1801, said editori­ 
ally: 
“ We assume that you regard 
A b rah am Lincoln as unfit for presi­ 
dent. 
We have a right to assume it. 
There is not an intelligent man in 
America who thinks him fit for the of­ 
fice. 
(It is beyond denial that Mr. 
Lincoln’s habit of joking with vulgari­ 
ty, and too frequently indecency, is 
bis most prominent characteristic.” ) 
In 11X44 they tell us that Roosevelt lacks 
dignity: that 
his 
mannerisms are 
shocking. 
In 1864 the Democrats said that 
Lincoln was a “ negro lover.'* They 
make the same charge against Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt in 1904. t 
Horatio Seymour said in his speech, 
assuming the duties as chairman of the 
Democratic national convention in 
1864, that “ This administration (Lin­ 
coln’s) cannot save the union if it 
would. 
. . . 
It has hampered its 
own freedom of action by unconstitu­ 
tional acts. 
. . . 
We are resolved 
that the party that has made the his­ 
tory of our country since its advent to 
power seem more like some unnatural 
and terrible 
dream shall be with­ 
drawn.” In 1904 John Sharp W ill lams, 
the chairman of the St. Louis conven­ 
tion, attacked President Roosevelt’s 
administration, and, 
among 
other 
things, said: 
“ The Democracy will 
nominate for president a man trained 
in the ways of the constitution, who 
will noj usurp the judicial and legisla­ 
tive functions.” 
The Democratic platform of 1864 de­ 
clared that Abraham Lincoln aspresi 
dent had “ disregarded the constitu­ 
tion in every part, and that public 
liberty and private right had alike 
been trodden under foot :’ 
The St. 
Louis platform says that the Roose 
velt administration Las violated the 
“ plain statutes of the United States 
international usages 
and constitu 
tional law.” 
In his letter of acceptance McClel­ 
lan’s criticism of Lincoln was couched 
in the following language: “ I should 
seek |in the constitution of the United 
States, and-the laws framed in accord 
ance therewith, the rule of mv duty 
and the limitationof executive power.’ 
Mr. Parker, in his letter of accept 
an 36, attacks what he affirms to be 
the centralizing and 
imperial tea 
dencies of the Roosevelt adminiatra 
tioD, and states that the chief issue 
“ constitutionalism versus 
imperial 
ism. * ’ 
Joseph E. McDonald, Democratic 
candidate for governor of Indiana, in 
a speech delivered by him at Green 
castle, July 20, 1864, which speech 
was published in full in the State 
Sentinel, said:“ The institutions of this 
free country can not stand another 
four years unless better counsels pre 
vail and other principles govern the 
affairs of 
the nation. 
* 
* * No 
man who believest -at the continuance 
of the party in power tends to the 
overthrow of civil and constitutional 
liberty can fall to register hi3 
vote 
and influence on the side of those who 
aro battling for constitutional liberty 
without being acriminal.” Therecord 
of this campaign shows that Mr. Kern 
is almost as much alarmed for the 
future of his country a3 was McDon­ 
ald, for in his recent keynote at An­ 
derson he said: 
‘ If the love of liberty 
is to be longer encouraged among our 
people. 
If the right o i self-govt ro- 
ment is to be longer cherished amongst 
us as a right inestimable, if our liber­ 
ties and those of the future genera­ 
tions are to be perpetuated, I submit

statesman of his century; when the an 
prejudiced historian
